Any  and  all  sales  made  by  us,  do  not  include  any 
warranty  expressed  or  implied,  as  to  quality,  description,  productiveness 
or  any  other  matter  or  qualification  appertaining  to  the  Nursery  stock  sold. 

It  is  mutually  agreed  and  understood  between  the  Purchaser  and  Our- 
selves, that  in  any  case  we  shall  not  be  liable  for  a sum  greater  than  the 
amount  originally  paid  us  for  said  trees  Or  plants!  etc.,  that  prove  untrue.

Lots  of  5 and  50  will  be'  fur 
nished  at  10  and  100  rates  respectively.  Order  in  Tens  and  multiples  of 
Ten  of  a,  variety  as  far  as  possible. 

TERMS:  Payments  to  be  made  as  fojlows  : 

(a)  30  days  net  cash  or  2%  discount  if  paid  within  10  days  from  date  of 
shipment  or  invoice. 

(b)  If  account  remains  unpaid  at  end  of  30  days,  same  to-be  subject 
to  sight  draft  and  interest  charges  thereafter  at  rate  of  7%  per  annum. 
All  Fall  and  Spring  accounts  remaining  unpaid  respectively  on  December
